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CATS IN CERAMICS AND GLASS 


As a cat fancier for years, as well as a 
figural bottle collector, I naturally seek 
out as many “kitty bottles” as I could find. 

First let me explain just what a figural 
or charactural bottle is. It’s usually an 
antique bottle (there are also some desir- 
able modern bottles) cast in the shape of 
something—cats, as I particularly stress, 
but also of birds, soldiers, people, objects 
and things. 

The cutest cat figural is a bottle modeled 
as a grinning cat, sitting up wearing a bow, 
nine inches high—mine being in yellow or 
vaseline glass, very striking. 

It has no utility use, it was just a fancy 
bottle available in holiday season for in- 
terested buyers. Many of these are around 
cast in clear glass, also most attractive and 
they can be filled with colored water. It 
took me years to find 
bottle. 

Puss-in-Boots is a small clear glass early 
cologne bottle, puss sticking his head out 
of the shoe. It was a dispenser for cologne 
Grandma once favored. She probably often 
bought it just to acquire the bottle. Any

The “cat’s head,” a very small bottle, 
was another early American cologne bottle. 
This one is fairly rare. 

The cat-on-a-hassock is a French Wine 
bottle of the 1870 vintage. The Bacarrat 
glass factories of France put out over 
eight hundred designs. Among these were 
several “cat bottles.” You can still find 
them in America at antique shops, at gal- 
lery auctions and from collectors. 

Mary Chess, performer of New York 
City, ladies’ favorites, have hundreds they 
resell each year filled with toilet water. 
There is one depicting a lady in a rocking 
chair holding a cat in her lap. 

Felix the Cat was originated in Germany 
and became an internationally known news- 
paper cartoon. It was bottle-ized, the bottle 
stood on its neck. 

I am proud of the fact that with several 
hundred such bottles in my collection, on 
shelves, my various Silver Tabby kitties 
have never broken a single one. 

In addition to glass bottle kitties, of 
course, there are no end of kitty ceramics. 


They, too, provide a parallel interest to 
cat fanciers as a collateral interest. 

Once you establish an interest in glass 
or ceramic moulded felines, friends will 
make your collection grow. A curled-up 
china kitty sleeping was recently given 
me, an antique, by a stranger who said: 


“I knew that you were interested in cats. 
Have this!” 


Cat bands are an interesting acquisition. 
One I acquired in Chicago has the kitties 
attired in red and white costumes. It was 
the first cat “concert in ceramics” I had ever 
seen. Since then, I have run across no end 
of musical kitties. Some in caricature, others 
in true perfect detail, sometimes an or- 
chestra, other times a full band. 


Many of these are to be found in dime 
stores, others in better gift shops. Once 
you start you'll be amazed at the ceramic 
kitty musicians you will discover. 

I've seen them in glass, in china, in 
wood, tin, bisque, plastics and brass. And 


it all proves that the public are deeply at- 
tracted to cats.

Cats Question Box

Our ten-year-old spay female Persian has a washing mania. 
She washes so constantly she has no hair left on the back of her 
hind legs and the underside of her tail. Also has scratched the 
ruff around her neck almost off completely. The veterinarian 
cured a fungus infection this summer with a soap-base liquid 
but she now washes and washes. Her diet consists of cat food, 
fresh ground beef mixed with dry dog food and a little milk. She 
weights ten pounds. I am trying one-fourth grain of thyroid a day.

The addition of some fat to the diet might help (Epitone®— 
Pitman-Moore). On her hind legs and tail there might be some 
irritation caused by urine soiling her. Being on both sides as 
it is there might even be some value in the restricted use of 
hormones. 


Having bred my two Siamese for the first time I am concerned 
with a situation that has resulted in the first litter. All kits were 
perfectly healthy and active. One little fellow appeared to have 
hurt himself in a jump from a counter to the floor. He was a 
long time using the left hind leg again. X-rays showed nothing. 
Now at three and one-half months, he rarely puts weight on the 
leg and there is an indentation in the thigh. His present owner 
says her veterinarian told her he believes there is a muscle miss- 
ing. I had planned on breeding the two parent cats again, but if 
there is danger of such a hereditary condition I will not.

There is nothing in this history to indicate that there is an in- 
heritable factor here. It would seem much more likely that the 
fault would be either from the injury that was sustained or faulty 
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development of the area involved in this particular individual. 
Massage and exercising of the leg by the owner would be indi- 
cated. 


We have two Siamese females, both of whom we love, but one 
is extremely jealous of the other. I would like to mate the better 
dispositioned one, but am wondering if the jealous one might not 
harm the kittens. What do you think?

It is very possible that there might be trouble because of the 
jeaslousy of the one cat. It might possibly want to destroy the 
kittens or to assume them herself, which, of course, could lead 
to trouble all around. Even breeding the jealous one might not 
solve the problem, as she might not take to her own kittens. 
These problems might not arise, but in view of the history of 
the cats, it would be likely. 


Our three-year-old Siamese has inflamed gums which are at 
times more troublesome than at others although he has a normal 
diet. Can you suggest anything to help?

Add a tablespoonful of canned stewed tomatoes to his food, 
or give him some vitamin C, either tablet or liquid. Dose would 
be about 50 milligrams per day.

“Tips to 
the Novice” 
by 
Blanche 
W. Smith 


As you sit in your chair reading CATS 
Magazine with one or two happy little 
Domestics, or Persians, or Siamese, or all 
three on your lap, you as a pet owner may 
wonder why there is so much material 
about the Cat Fancy in CATS Magazine. 

“What in the world can show reports, 
descriptions of new breeds, and articles on 
catteries or line breeding mean to me and 
my pets?” you ask. 

The answer is really quite a bit more 
involved than you may guess. More so, 
even, than I thought until I began to con- 
sider this article. It’s truly amazing how 
much we as single pet owners owe to the 
cat breeders and exhibitors—not forgetting 
that we breeders, too, owe the pet owner 
a great deal. 

Perhaps the first great debt to the Fancy 
is for the health of our cats. Cats were so 
plentiful around the farms and city homes 
of the 1920's and earlier that the illness 
or death of a cat usually wasn’t taken 
seriously except by the youngsters of the 
family. It wasn’t until cat shows and cat 
breeding made cats valuable in the dollar 
sense that research into cat diseases de- 
veloped. I doubt that our vaccinations for 
feline enteritis and pneumonitis, our anti- 
biotic treatments for ringworm, and our 
special “cat” insecticides and worm treat- 
ments would be available to keep our 
kitties healthy if it had not been for the 
cat fanciers who recognized the need for 
them and made it financially worthwhile 
for the veterinary medical profession to 
develop them. 

Something else that the Cat Fancy has 
given all of us cat owners is status. As re- 
cently as ten years ago when I first entered 
the Fancy, cat ownership was associated 
in the minds of the general public with 
all kinds of unfavorable traits. People often 
thought that adults who kept cats as pets 
were crazy, or at best eccentric. But now 
with the widespread favorable publicity 
given the Siamese and Persians and the 
other “fancy” cats, along with the Domestic 
Shorthairs, ownership of a cat, especially 
in cities and the suburbs, has become a 
mark of distinction. Today instead of meet- 
ing with sneers of contempt or even out- 
right dislike because we are cat owners, 
most people, even landlords, are accepting 
us as good people to know, interesting 
people to be friendly with, and even safe 
people to rent apartments to. 

It's mainly the cat breeders who have 
given publicity to cats through their shows 
and their advertising and who have con- 
stantly strived to improve the beauty and 
dispositions of their cats that we can thank 
for this. 
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WHAT THE CAT FANCY 


It's those in the Cat Fancy, too, who 
have done the most in educating the public 
ard the pet owners on the proper care of 
cats. Because cats are so valuable to them, 
breeders soon learned that hit-or-miss 
methods of care were not satisfactory for 
cats. So, if you keep your cats in the house, 
use one of the litter products, feed canned 
food or horsemeat, or add vitamins and 
minerals to the diet and as a result have 
a happy, sleek, and long-lived cat, you 
can thank the Fancy. 

You, and America’s ten million other 
non-farm cat owners provide the big 
market for all cat products, but because 
the breeders own some 250,000 cats them- 
selves and sell at least another 250,000 per 
year they are a very important consump- 
tion market themselves. Even more im- 
portant as far as the manufacturers of these 
products are concerned is the fact that 
with each of the quarter million kittens 
sold each year to you pet owners goes a 
recommendation as to what cat food and 
cat litter you should use. So the producers 
of all cat items not only advertise to the 
breeders as well as to you, but they are 
particularly careful to control the quality 
of their products, for should they once 
lose the favor of the breeders they would 
soon find their sales to you pet owners 
dwindling fast. 

It's much the same way with veteri- 
narian care. Because there is an informed 
and demanding body of cat fanciers insist- 
ing on the best possible health care for 
their cats, veterinarians are encouraged to 
specialize in cats and to study them far 
more than would be the case if their only 
patients were occasional neighborhood cats. 
So, now all cats get better treatment. 

And there are other ways, too, that the 
Fancy helps all cats. Chances are that 
should you ever want to ship your cat to 
a new home, to a friend, or for some other 
reason, the airlines or railway express will 
be able to handle it promptly and safely 
only because they have had so much ex- 
perience through shipping cats from 
breeders and to shows. 


If you go to your library or book store 
for a book on cats, you are benefiting from 
the fact that publishers can depend on 
selling a thousand or more copies of any 
good cat book to the hard core of cat 
fanciers and cat lovers who are on the look- 
out for the newest in cat care information 
and cat literature. Without this dependable 
market, it is doubtful that many good cat 
books would be published, and you, the 
individual owner, would be the loser. 

And, although it is a magazine, CATS 
fits into the same category. Because it can 
depend upon the breeders to subscribe and 
to advertise, the magazine carries much 
material of main interest to the breeders, 
but most of it can be devoted to things 
that are of interest to you as an individual 
cat lover rather than to the Fancy. 

But, if CATS carried no material on the 
Fancy, it is extremely doubtful that it could 
exist at all. I've learned this only recently

MEANS TO YOU 


since I've taken an interest in the actual 
publication of CATS as well as writing my 
column. It was rather saddening to me 
when I first realized that in all of the pet 
world, CATS is the only independent mag- 
azine which devotes any of its pages at all 
to individual pet owners. 

Dog lovers, bird lovers, and other pet 
lovers have no magazines designed for them 
as pet owners. All of their magazines are 
for the breeders and exhibitors exclusively. 
We as cat owners are extremely fortunate 
that CATS has planned its editorial policy 
to give us so much material which appeals 
to us as pet owners, not as breeders. CATS, 
too, has been extremely fortunate that the 
pet owners have supported this editorial 
policy. Other magazines have tried to ap- 
peal to the pet owners or to reach both 
pet owners and breeders, but in all the 
history of publishing, only CATS has suc- 
ceeded. 

So, by accepting each other and by real- 
izing that we as pet owners and as breeders 
can work together, we are helping each 
other enjoy the benefits of a monthly 
magazine which could otherwise be 
produced. 

In other ways, also, every cat is being 
helped by the Cat Fancy. The fact that 
breeders price cats as high as in the 
thousands of dollars means that the public 
today puts a value on any cat, and the 
wanton destruction of cats is no longer 
condoned by law or accepted by society. 
Every cat who is let out of the house today 
is safer because last week a show cat was 
sold for $500, and because last month a 
news item appeared saying that an offer 
of $5,000 for a Cat of the Year had been 
turned down. 

By continuing to work together, we as 
pet owners, we as cat fanciers, and we as 
CATS Magazine can build the reputation 
of the cat even higher than it is today; 
we can encourage further discoveries for 
improving cat health, and we can be sure 
that manufacturers will give us ever better 
products for the feeding, care, and happi- 
ness of our cats—be they plain or fancy. 

All of us are part of the same cat world. 
Our fates are tied together, so let us exert 
our efforts together for the benefit of us all.

I have come in contact with a number of 
breeders who say they put cats to sleep 
for various reason—one main one is to cut 
down on the number of cats and expenses. 
Some breeders put kittens that are not 
show type to sleep right after they are 
born to cut down the number, saying that 
they can’t make as much money from pet- 
type kittens. Can a breeder really love cats 
and act on these terms? 

I feel that cats certainly don’t deserve 
“sleep” because the owner is bored or dis- 
satisfied with the poor things. A cat is help- 
less to protect itself and when it is not 
wanted, it should not be thrown away and 
put to sleep. The only excuse for taking a 
eat’s life is to save it from pain or incurable 
disease. 

I have heard it said that there are so many 
cats starving around and mistreated that 
they should be put to sleep. There are also 
a lot of poor and mistreated children in the 
world. That, too, is sad and distressing, but 
would we put these little children to sleep? 

Our cat children are our children, too. So 
do we have the right to play God (who 
gave them life) and take life away from 
them? To me it is criminal and selfish on 
our part to put a cat to sleep and to ease 
our conscience by saying it is better off. 

A cat that is no longer wanted should be 
given a good home or sold for a pet at prices 
people can afford. Sometimes our veteri- 
narians can help us find good and happy 
homes for the extra cats or kittens we may 
have. 

My sincere desire in writing this article 
is that breeders everywhere give their cats 
the same “break”’ in life they would want 
from themselves—to live and die a natural 
life and to see that their cats and kittens 
find the best homes possible for them.

In direct contrast, we have six hundred 
men and women who are actually vehe- 
ment in praise of Mr. Tom, a male cat 
who is the focal point of a dispute between 
labor and management at the Pacific Mer- 
cury Electronic Corp. of Sepulveda, Cali- 
fornia. 

Nation-wide interest has sprung up and 
the latest report from the Los Angeles 
Herald Express (at this writing) is that 
no positive conclusion has been reached by 
arbitration. 

The story began when a new chief- 
security officer of the company demanded 
that Tom, a mascot of the workers, be dis- 
missed. His tour of the plant proved Tom 
to be a little less than tidy in his personal 
habits and the new chief promptly exiled 
him. 

In a matter of hours, a petition demand- 
ing his return had been signed by practi- 
cally all the shop workers. Tom is a card 
holder in the AFL-CIO Local #1662 and 
has five years seniority and rates high as 
a morale booster. 

A Grievance Committee met and al- 
though the president of the company is 
rather pro-Tom, he must, pro-tem, back up 
his officer's stand. The union threatens to 
take the matter to the State Conciliation 
Service even though Tom has been given 
back his official badge and has returned to 
his cushioned chair at the door of the 
building. It is not full reinstatement and he 
is subject to banishment until some au- 
thoritive statement is released. 

Cats have always had a way of making 
the headlines but in the last few months 
more and more of them are concerned with 
cats and legal action. 

In England, twenty-seven cats are snooz- 
ing in the warm security of a large but 
empty house. They were saved from evic- 
tion by a British be-kind-to-animals law 
when their owners, Mr. & Mrs. M. Coling, 
were put out of the house for non-payment 
of rent. Under an Abandonment-of-Animals 
Act, the cats can’t be removed from the 
property without their owners’ consent. The 
act also makes it illegal to abandon a 
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domestic or captive animal. The officials of 
the Royal S.P.C.A. make daily calls to feed 
the cats. The clipping didn’t go on to 
explain how long such a situation could 
exist. Be interesting to get the facts on 
this one. 


We, in America, evidently have a simi- 
lar ordinance for pets’ protection. The San 
Antonio Light reports the case of Anton 
Berend who was fined for dumping a 
mother cat and her two kittens out on a 
back road. The director of the local Animal 
Defense League filed the complaint. Mr. 
Berend had ditched the felines in front of 
the league’s shelter. 


Perhaps there was a handy trash can 
lettered “Put litter here’’ and Mr. Berend 
took it literally. 


Things and words can be changed to 
suit a mind’s need. Art Buchwald, New 
York Herald Tribune feature writer, edited 
a column from Paris where he now lives 
that proves words can imply whatever the 
user chooses them to mean. 


His story began with an announcement 
from his seven-year old son Joel, that his 
very best friend, Antonio, would have to 
get rid of his cat. Further, unless the Buch- 
walds offered it refuge, Antonio’s mother 
was going to kill it. 

Mr. Buchwald pointed out that their 
lease forbids them having a cat but to his 
son it made small difference. The issue re- 
mained . if Mr. Buchwald said no, 
it would mean death for the cat. Joel ad- 
vised his Dad that when Antonio called at 
seven for the answer, he wouldn’t answer 
the phone and be the bearer of the sen- 
tence of doom. 


The phone did ring at seven and it was 
Antonio. Mr. Buchwald tried to explain 
to the boy why they couldn’t take the cat. 

Was Mr. Buchwald aware the cat would 
be killed if he didn’t take it? 

He was—and sorry too. Why not give 
the cat to someone else? Or, perhaps if he 
just put it in the streets, someone would 
give it a home. 

Put the cat out? 
away. 

Bewildered, Mr. Buchwald hung up. By 
now, the entire household had been told 
by Joel that a “cat killer” lived with them. 

Being an old newspaper man, Art Buch- 
wald managed to salvage one bitter truth 
from the episode . . . “it isn’t the person 
who kills a cat who is guilty, but it is the 
one who refuses to save it who must 
suffer for the crime.”

Operating 
like our Humane Society, they find homes 
for strays.
